W arm, welcoming and spectacularly 

festive are all words that come to mind 
if you visit Vince and Sarah Taylor at 
their delightful Old Rectory home at this time of 
year. The house sits high on a hilltop just a short 
walk from the local church, village store and pub 
in a pretty, unspoilt part of rural South Wales. 

Arrive after dark and you’ll be welcomed by the 
sight of hundreds of tiny white lights, twinkling 
brightly, high in the trees surrounding the house. 
‘They make arriving home on a winter evening 
really special, whatever the weather,’ says Sarah, 
whose enthusiasm for Christmas is shared by Vince 
and their two teenage children, Alex and Evie. 

FESTIVE CELEBRATION 

Inside the former rectory, home to the Taylors 
since 2010, with log fires crackling, candlelit 
storm lanterns glowing in almost every room and 
a kitchen full of the aromatic smells of festive 
spices and home baking, Sarah’s clear delight in >> 




THE OWNERS Sarah and Vince Taylor, who run a 
commercial interiors company, live here with their two 
children, Alex and Evie, and Labrador retriever Saffy. 

THE PROPERTY A stone rectory in Monmouthshire, built 
in 1860. PURCHASED 2010. IMPROVEMENTS MADE 
The Taylors removed the wall between the dining room 
and the narrow hallway, and increased the size of the 
kitchen by knocking into the adjoining scullery. 
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celebrating is evident. ‘This is my favourite time 
of year,’ she explains. As Christmas approaches, we 
love taking our dog Saffy on long country walks to 
forage for holly, fir and ivy, which we use to make 
traditional pine-scented garlands and swags for the 
hall and the many original mantelpieces. ‘We add 
colour and scent to the greenery we’ve collected 
with pine cones, cinnamon sticks and our own 
dried orange slices spiked with cloves, which we 
dry roast in the Aga,’ says Sarah. ‘The anticipation 
of Christmas and getting the house looking really 
special and welcoming is something we all enjoy 
and have great fun doing together’ 

Alex and Evie love to help with selecting and 
decorating both the lOft-high trees the couple buy 
locally. ‘We have one family tree in the sitting room 
and another silver-themed one in the dining room, 
because we spend a lot of time in both rooms over 
the festive period,’ says Vince. 

HOME IMPROVEMENTS 

The house was built in 1860 for a rector, his 
wife and their 10 children. Although it has had 
numerous owners and refurbishments since then, 
when we bought the house we needed to make a 
few further changes to ensure the house worked 
well for us as a family, while also retaining or 
reinstating as many original features as possible,’ 
says Vince. Many Victorian houses had gloomy, >> 
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Top Sarah’s home-baked 
mince pies and meringues 
disappear quickly at this time 
of year. Above ‘We spend a 
lot of time in the kitchen and it 
really is the heart of our home. 
The Aga ensures it’s always 
warm and cosy, even on the 
coldest day, says Sarah. Left 
and far left The kitchen was 



designed by a local company 
to Sarah’s specification. ‘We 
chose marble for the island 
unit top and worktops, which 
is smart but very practical 
too.’ The walls are painted in 
Strong White, and the units

narrow hallways, but the Taylors’ inspired decision 
to remove the wall between the dining room and 
the hall has introduced significant light from the 
dining room’s south-facing French doors, creating 
an impressive new space. 

They also installed an efficient new heating 
system throughout the house, stripping out all 
the ‘hideous’ 1960s radiators and replacing them 
with original cast-iron versions in keeping with the 
period of the house, sourced from a local salvage 
yard and painted in Farrow & Ball colours. 

Vince and Sarah also decided to combine the 
rectory’s original kitchen and scullery area, both 
located on the cooler north side of the house, to 
create one large kitchen and dining area, which 
has also introduced more light. ‘By concealing 
uplighters above the new kitchen cabinets, >>

LIGHT AND SPACE 

Sarah insisted on pared-down luxury in the newly 
decorated bathrooms and en suites. Gleaming 
vintage chandeliers and subtle dimmed lighting, 
together with Villeroy 8c Boch fittings and 
underfloor heating, provide practicality with more 
than a hint of glamour. Vince’s practised eye has 
introduced light and space to terrific effect, and 
his skill, together with Sarah’s pretty yet practical 
accessorising, has given this lovely old rectory 
a contemporary lease of life with classic, 
comfortable styling throughout. ^

C hristmas at interior 
designer and stylist 
Holly Keeling’s 
house is always a family 
affair. ‘I have such happy 
memories of Christmas 
from my own childhood 
that I love letting my 
children share in the 
preparations,’ says Holly. 
‘Getting out the boxes of decorations I’ve collected 
over the years is so exciting for the children, as it 
means that Christmas is on the way at last.’ 

TAKING THE PLUNGE 

Holly’s elegant Devon home, with its subtle palette 
of restrained neutral shades, and her cherished 
collection of antiques and painted furniture, is also 
the perfect setting for a vintage-style Christmas. 
However, the house was not always as pristine as it 
is today. ‘I wanted to buy this house right from the 
moment I saw it, but it certainly wasn’t a challenge 
for the faint-hearted,’ says Holly. ‘In fact, it was a 
total wreck. The interior was dark and dismal, the 
floorboards were rotten and there was a hideous 
crazy-paving fireplace in the drawing room. It also 




needed brand new plumbing and electrics, and 
there were acres of black slate tiles that made the 
whole place look really gloomy,’ she continues. 

Holly and her husband Philip initially decided the 
property was too expensive, given the amount of 
work required. But when the house came back onto 
the market some time later at a much lower price, 
they decided to take the plunge and go for it. As > >

soon as they’d sealed the deal, the couple began a 
full-scale renovation, working in tandem with their 
team of local builders. One year on. Holly had given 
birth to her daughter Charlotte, so she and Philip 
then resolved to get the remainder of the building 
work completed as quickly as possible. ‘We’d begun 
to feel the builders were a permanent fixture - but 
finally we waved them goodbye,’ she says. 

Holly has collected vintage furniture and objects 
since she was a child, and cheerfully describes 
herself as a ‘collectaholic’. ‘I grew up going to car 
boot sales and junk shops with my mother every 
weekend, looking out for treasures, and I suppose 
I’ve never really stopped,’ she says. 

When it came to designing the interior of her 
new home, she took her inspiration from classic 
English country house style. ‘I wanted everything 
to look as though it had been here forever,’ she 
explains. Holly cheerfully confesses that her style 
is constantly evolving. ‘Phil gets quite exasperated, 
as I’m forever moving things around. But I can’t 
rest easy until everything looks just right!’ She 



loves sourcing home accessories and old furniture, 
and her boundless passion for collecting found 
the perfect outlet a couple of years ago, when 
she converted one of the outbuildings at her 
farmhouse home into a show barn - a unique space 
selling vintage furniture and decorative objects. 

FAMILY CHRISTMAS 

Holly starts preparing for Christmas several weeks 
before the big day. ‘I like to decorate the house in a 
natural style, with lots of greenery and berries from 
the garden and local hedgerows. It’s an incredibly 
busy time, as I make lots of Christmas decorations 
for the shop. On the big day itself, all the family 
come to us, and our celebration is thoroughly 
traditional - opening presents in the morning, 
followed by a walk to the local pub.

A s a wintery

of Hilary and Graham 
Flatman’s Georgian home 
shine a bright golden 
welcome.

couple bought the house from a lady who had lived here since the 
1 940s, so a new central heating system, fresh bathroom fittings, 
replastering and new flooring were all on the couple’s to-do list. 
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windows so much that she tries to avoid obscuring 
them. ‘Curtains or even blinds would detract from 
their plain beauty,’ she says. 

CLEAN LINES 

Hilary’s architectural ideal would be a narrow 
flat-fronted 18th-century English townhouse, 
like those in east London’s Spitalfields. But this 
converted farmhouse in the heart of the Kentish 
countryside is a far cosier version of Georgian that 
comes into its own at Christmas, with its crisp, clean 
lines softened by Hilary’s decorative touches, muted 
paint shades and tactile use of wood and stone. 

The stately farmhouse, which once worked the 
surrounding pastures and fruit orchards, comes 
with an interesting history. The wing of the house 
to the left of the front door has a medieval core, as 
evidenced by some hefty ancient beams that were 
found deep within the bedroom walls. However, the 
wing was rebuilt in 1805, making this an essentially 
Georgian home. In 1947, the owners added the 
right-hand wing in the style of British architect 
Edwin Lutyens. The resulting Lutyensesqe-meets- 
Georgian rooms are generous and expansive - an 
appropriate backdrop for Hilary and Graham’s 
furniture and accessories.

and spacious rooms also mean the house is mobility- 
friendly, which makes life easier for the couple’s 
youngest son, Christopher, who uses a wheelchair. 

A WARM WELCOME 

The property’s paint shades are drawn from a 
palette of grey, pale green and mole-soft brown, 
while texture comes in the form of stone and 
timber flooring: plain and simple but with a natural 
warmth. As for the kitchen, Hilary had admired 
Plain English’s designs for many years, after working 
near the company’s flagship store in Marylebone in 
the early Nineties. Her yearning hadn’t waned over 
time. ‘I liked the pared-back, slightly strict style of its 
Shaker kitchen - it’s very calm and beautiful.’ 

Come Christmas-time, the kitchen is a flurry of 
activity, with Hilary and Graham’s grandchildren 
and three other grown-up children visiting, 
including their eldest son, David Flatman, the 
former professional rugby player for England and 
Bath. On Christmas Eve, as daylight wanes, the 
family starts to arrive. And, as is the case every year, 
their first sight as the enter the drive will be the 
familiar tall windows, glowing with wreaths of fairy 
lights and candles.

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LIGHT FANTASTIC 

The Marten family celebrate the season by bringing Scandinavian Yuletide 
tradition to a period rural setting that’s perfect for an English Christmas

W hen it comes to Yuletide traditions, 
the Scandinavians know a thing or 
two about lighting up the darkness. 

Yet when your thoughts turn to celebrating a 
classically English Christmas, chances are you’ll 
imagine a charming Georgian home, straight from 
a Dickens novel, nestling in the countryside with 
log fires, wreathed mantels and candles twinkling 
in the widows. So picture a Christmas that 
incorporates the charm of Scandinavian tradition 
and style, all set within period surroundings 
in the heart of rural England. 

BEST OF BOTH WORLDS 

It may sound like an impossibly perfect ideal, 
but this is precisely the kind of Christmas that 
Swedish-born Camilla Marten has created. Since 
she and husband Miles, a chartered surveyor, 
decamped to East Sussex from south London, the 
couple have made sure the spacious but cosy five- 
bedroom house has become a true family home, 
and that their children, Oskar, Maja and Yohan, 
can enjoy a unique ‘best of both worlds’ Christmas 
in this idyllic setting. 

The property the Martens are now proud to 
call home is a grand Grade II* listed Georgian 
manor farmhouse dating from 1780, which later 



underwent an extensive redesign in the 1920s 
at the hands of the eminent Edwardian architect 
and designer Sir Edward Maufe. This has created 
a property with a wonderful mixture of light- 
filled, high-ceiling rooms flanked with tall sash >>

windows, complemented by wide staircases and a 
mixture of natural wood and marble floors. 

As a testament to the design, the property 
somehow manages within the confines of 
its beautiful old red brick walls to feel well- 
proportioned yet intimate, elegant without being 
grandly austere, and authentically period, but 
without any sensation of stepping into an old- 
fashioned or dated interior. 

Much of this can undoubtedly be credited to 
the efforts of Camilla and her husband who, as 
well as thoroughly refurbishing the property 
after their arrival, are responsible for the 
property’s most recent addition - a brand new 
stand-alone kitchen space, which is connected 
to the main building and designed to give the 
exterior appearance of being an authentic period 
orangery. The fact that any extension whatsoever 
has been allowed on such a historically precious 
period property makes this house even more of 



a one-off, and also bears testament to the Martens’ 
clear vision and dedication. 

THE GREEN LIGHT 

After coming here we gradually completed all the 
necessities on the refurbishment tick-sheet,’ recalls 
Camilla, while comfortably ensconced behind the 
large central island of her shiny new kitchen. ‘The 
interiors and amenities were all very dated, so we 
refitted the bathrooms, installed a new shower, 
fitted new carpeting throughout the upstairs, 
exposed the original oak and marble floors in 
the main downstairs rooms and repainted pretty 
much every wall. We lived that way for a long while 
and everything was great, except for one major 
drawback: a small and cramped kitchen that was 
completely out of proportion with the rest of 
the house. We knew the only way to get the right 
kind of kitchen was to extend onto the back of 
the property, but our chances of doing that on a >> 
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• The elegant dining room with*^ 
its full-height sash windows 
. retains the original travertine 
flooring laid in the 1920s. Camilla 
purchased the oak ding table 
from the previous owners, which 
provides the perfect centrepiece 
for Christmas dining. 




Grade II* listed building were virtually nil.’ However 
the couple bit the bullet, employed sympathetic 
architects and persisted, waiting patiently for years 
while their first two applications were rejected - until, 
to their delight, the plans for a kitchen designed in 
the style of a Georgian orangery were approved. 

GETTING IT RIGHT 

‘Having got such an amazing break, we knew we had 
to get every element of the design just right,’ Camilla 
explains. This carefully contrived, meticulously 
constructed extension is built to give the appearance 
of being a credible original feature, likely to be found 
within a building of this period and stature. ‘The 
windows, door and sandstone architrave were all 
handmade to mirror the original building and every 
brick went through a distressing process to age it 
before it was laid,’ she says. ‘I love the hipped glass 
orangery roof, which doubles the natural light in here. 
I think as a space it’s very sympathetic to the original 
building, but it definitely also has a traditional 
Scandinavian country feel to it as well. Maybe that’s 
why I always feel so encouraged to create the Swedish 
elements of our international Christmas.’ ^

HOW TO MAKE 

1 . Trim the edges of the Oasis to soften 
the shape of the floral foam. 

2. The resulting curved shape 
should resemble a tyre. 

3. Tie on a ribbon for hanging. 

4. Push in pieces of spruce around 
the outer rim of the floral foam. 

5. Add pieces of spruce to the top and 
inside rim of the foam, making sure 
you don't overfill it - you need to 
leave room for other foliage. 

6. Fill in the gaps using pieces of 
berried ivy and eucalyptus. 

7. Hold up the wreath to look at 

the shape and tweak where needed. 

8. Dot some skimmia pieces 
around the wreath and add 
some viburnum flowers. 

9. Lightly spray the hydrangea 
pieces with burgundy colour to 
increase their intensity. 

10. Push five clumps of hydrangeas 
into the wreath. 

11 . Wire the backs of the pine cones 
and add to the wreath. 

12. Wire some cinnamon sticks 
together and finish with a ribbon. 

13. Wire the cinnamon sticks in place. 

14. Wire the apples and add to the wreath. 

15. Finish by wiring in a few dried chillies.

1 . Place the two metal pinholders in the 
container and secure with floral tac. 

2. Using a mix of heights, place cut 
cornus stems so they descend in 
height from the centre on either side. 

3. Lightly spray the anemone 
seedheads with silver paint. 

4. Place the anemone stems at regular 
intervals in the arrangement. 

5. Add nerines of graduated heights. 

6. Arrange the hydrangeas in the 
container, using longer cut stems in 
the middle of the arrangement. 

7. Dot sedums around the hydrangeas 
and place berried ivy at the base. 

8. Intersperse with some eucalyptus. 

9. Create some loops with Midelino 
sticks at the back of the design. 
Some can also be used straight 
to echo the cornus stems. 

10. Cnee completed, add water.
